Car drivers of national 
reputation struggled for the aggregate 
of $40 ,000 in prizes, and a crowd of 
100,000 morbid sightseers sat in the 
grandstand or sweltered in the sun 
around the course as the grind con­ 
tinued for more than seven hours. 
Notwithstanding the horrors of the 
day, the race is pronounced to have 
been a great success and around the 
hotels and on the streets It is the 
them e of all conversation, 
Men and 
women who came here without secur­ 
ing hotel Hccomrmxiations and who sat 
In the parks all night, seem ed to re­ 
gard the privations as more than com ­ 
pensated. 
The first accident occurred as the 
thirtieth mile of the race was being 
turned by Arthur Greiner in an Am- I 
plex, both rear tires exploding at the
